Estimates of deaths in the famine 
range from a million to six mil- 
lions. 

The tempo of collectivization 
slowed up; Stalin himself later 
admitted it had been too fast. The 
famine, however, broke the peas- 
ant revolt. ' 

As Stalin’s will of steel pre- 
vailed over the peasants, so also it 
destroyed the kulaks. These vere 
liquidated by the direct method of 
putting them to forced labor in 
distant places. None was left of 
the 750,000 persons officially clas- 
sified as kulaks in 1928. 

There were other elements hold- 
ing back the five-year project. It 
was a “heady” time for the Rus- 
sian masses. They moved from 
job to job and from city to city 
and held prolonged factory organi- 
zation meetings, until Stalin de- 
creed: “Workers must work; not 
talk.” 

So at the end of 1929 there 
was a second “party purging,” the 
first having come under Lenin in 
1921 with the inauguration of 
NEP (New Economic Policy). The 
second upheaval saw 131,489 
members and candidates dropped 
from the party rolls. Workers who 
blundered, causing breakdowns 
in industrial plants, wrecks on 
railroads, or similar mishaps, 
were shot. The OGPU, secret po- 
lice, took care of political dis- 
sidents. 

The hardness of Stalin was pro- 
verbial. “No revolution,” he said, 
“can be made with silk gloves.”

Re- 
ferring to those he said had be- 
come “an unprincipled and ideal- 
less band of professional wreck- 
ers, diversionists, spies and mur- 
derers,” he declared: 

“It is quite clear that these gen- 
tlemen should be. destroyed, ex- 
terminated mercilessly as ene- 
mies of the working class and 
enemies of our country. That is 
clear and does not demand 
further interpretation. .. .” 

Of the seemingly endless execu- 
tions, Trotsky said: “Stalin can- 
not stop. He resembles a man 
who drinks a salt solution to 
quench his thirst.” 

Defense by Litvinoff. 

For years to come the Moscow 
trials will be debated. Were they, 
as the Trotskyites throughout the 
world asserted, a gigantic fraud?

In 1919, Stalin married Nadejda

1924 or 1925. 

On the night of Nov. 9, 1932, 
the stories run, Nadejda had an 
argument with Stalin about a po- 
litical amnesty he was postpon- 
ing. In the course of the debate, 
she threw an inkwell at him. Next 
morning, a Kremlin doctor sum- 
moned to Stalin’s apartment 
found her dead on the floor and 
Stalin standing by. A pistol lay 
on a nearby desk. Stalin said 
she had committed suicide. 

Another version was that she 
negiected an @lness that turned 
out to be appendicitis and that 
she died of acute peritonitis. 

Stalin’s third wife is said to be 
Rosa Kaganovich, sister of ,the 
only Jew holding high rank in 
the Soviet Union, Lazar M. Kaga- 
novich.

South Korea Speaks. 

Ironically, the first speaker in 
the Political Committee after 
Vishinsky left the hall was Col. 
Ben C. Limb, representing the 
South Korean Republic as an in- 
vited observer. Within a few min- 
utes after Vishinsky had remarked 
on the dedication of the Soviet 
Union to peace, Limb asked the 
committee to declare Russia an 
aggressor nation. 

“The Soviet Union, whose chief 
spokesman frankly admits it is a 
partner in the business of killing 
U.N. soldiers, ought to be desig- 
nated as an aggressor by this 
body,” Limb said. He recalled 
that Vishinsky admitted his gov- 
ernment sold war materials to 
Red China. 

“The war that is raging in our 
nation cannot in any sense be 
called a Korean war,” Limb said. 
“It was not Korean in its origin, 
it has not been primarily Korean 
in its conduct, and it is not Ko- 
rean in its major objectives.

‘Single Catalogue,’ Ex-

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
~—President Eisenhower and An- 
thony Eden, Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary, conferred at the White 
House today, presumably discuss- 
ing among other things the im- 
plications of Premier Stalin's 
death on the cold war. 


There were reports even as they 
met that a British move to tight- 
en controls on strategic shipments 
to Communist China was already 
shaping up from Eden’s talks with 
American officials. 

Diplomats said the British cabi- 
net delegations had expressed 
readiness to block existing trade 
loopholes in a drive to harmon- 
ize British-American strategy in 
the Far East., 

Eden was accompanied to the 
White House by the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Roger Makins. Also 
sitting in on the conference were 
Secretary of State Dulles and 
Winthrop Aldrich, the new 
American Ambassador to Britain. 

Eden, on arriving at the White 
House, made no comment. to re- 
porters except to say: “I am look- 
ing forward to my meeting with 
the President very much.” 

Eisenhower invited a group of 
Administration officials and 
members of Congress to join him 
and Eden at lunch after their 
conference. Makins and R. A. But- 
ler, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, were guests of honor 


along with Eden. 


“We had a general discussion 
of the international 
which was very valuable and in- 
structive for me,” Eden told re- 
porters after the White House 
meeting. 

The Russian situation “certain- 
ly was mentioned, amongst other 
things,” Eden said.

Two Boys Go on $5000 Vandalism 
Spree, Kill Dog That Barks at Them

MCARTHY CHECKS 


Two boys, 14 and 15 years old, 
were held for the grand jury at 
Belleville today, after admitting 
they broke into six homes Wednes- 
day night, causing damage esti- 
mated at more than $5000 arid 
stealing articles valued at $1000, 
reported. 

The boys walked away from the 
St. Clair county detention home 
on West Main street, Belleville, 
where they were being held as 
delinquents, shortly after noon 
Wednesday. Following an eight- 
hour tour of destruction in ex- 
pensive, homes in Signal Hill, 
Sherwood Forest and the west end 
of Belleville, they were arrested 
in the 7500 block of West Main by 
policemen who saw them carrying 
large paper bags. 

Inside were bracelets, cameras, 
flaghlights, clothing and about 
$100 in cash; police said. 

Heaviest damage was reported 
in the homes of Mr, and Mrs. 
George Merrill, 33 Oakleigh drive, 
Sherwood Forest, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Roland M. Latina, 19 Knoll- 
wood, Sherwood Forest. 

At the Merrill residence, the 
‘youths admitted they smeared 
eggs on walls, ice cream on ceil- 
| ings, shaving cream on bathroom 
walls, and pulled clothing from 
‘closets and chests of drawers. 
In the Latina home, the youths 
said, they shot and killed a 2-year- 
old boxer because its barking an- 
| noyed them. They used a stolen 
‘shotgun, taken from another 
| home. 
| They also fired the shotgun 
‘through a picture window, eight 


feet square. In the course of a 
duel with Japanese swords, stolen 
from another home, the boys said 
they shredded plants in a living 
room Yarden in the Latina home. 
They also pierced a leather cur- 
tain with the swords. The Latinas 
were away on vacation. 

Other homes looted and dam- 
aged included those of Rue Mc- 
Nay, 9423 West Main; Edward 
Bertelsman, 3701 North Belt 
West; Mrs. Emma Donovan, 9510 
West Main, and John Herr, 9 
Woodcrest drive, Sherwood For- 
est. 

State’s Attorney Richard T. 
Carter said he would seek bur- 
glary and larceny indictments 
against the boys, rather than send 
them to juvenile court. 

The 14-year-old boy, whose 
home is in Belleville, moved there 
with his family from southeast 
Missouri six months ago.

While Stalin was alive it was 
unlikely that Mao would under- 
take to end the Korean war with- 


out Stalin's aieiiak: Tt is con- 
sidered unlikely that Mao would 
feel himself bound in the same 
way to Georgi M. Malenkov, 
Lavrenti P. Sate Viacheslav M. 
Molotov or any other successor to 
Stalin as head of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. 

Stalin's death therefore ts ex- 
pected to strengthen Mao’s hand. 
The Chinese Communist leader 
may obtain a greater degree of in- 
dependent authority in interna- 
tional affairs. 

There is no way of knowing 
whether Mao will favor a peace 
or a continuation of the Korean 
war, but there is good reason to 
suspect that Stalin was interested 
in keeping alive the Korean con- 
flict so as to be able to barter 
peace in Korea for political con- 
cessions from the West. 


STALIN'S PART IN CIVIL WAR 
PORTRAYED ON MOSCOW RADIO 


STOCKHOLM, March 6 (AP) 
—As Stalin lay dying, the Mos- 
cow radio broadcast last night a 
gun-cracking drama_ glorifying 
Stalin's ay in the Russian civil 
war in 

The play was put on the air 
after the third official medical 
bulletin had made clear that 
Stalin was fighting a losing battle 
for life. 

At the time portrayed, Stalin 
was the Bolshevik commander on 
the Russian southern front. 


Roaring cheers for Stalin and the 
singing of *the Communist “In- 
ternational” climaxed the play. 
It centered on the battles for 
Tsaritsin, now named Stalingrad.

PENTAGON ASKED 
TO) EXPLAIN KOREA 
SUPPLY SITUATION 


Senators Call Chiefs Aft- 
er Van Fleet, Army 
Differ on Ammunition 
Shortages. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
-—The Senate Armed Services 
Committee today called on tap 
Pentagon officials to clear up the 
“confusing and conflicting” re- 
ports as to ammunition supplies 
for Korea. : 

From Gen. James A. Van Fieet, 
the committee heard there were 
serious ammunition shortages— 
even of hand grenades—during 
the whole time he was in Korea. 
Other miftary men deprecated 
both the extent and nature of 
shortages. 

In this situation, Chairman Sal- 
tonstall (Rep.), Massachusetts, an- 
nounced that the Armed Services 
Committee is asking that Gen. 
J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of 
Staff, and civilian military chiefs 
come before it next Tuesday. 


‘Disturbing Circumstance.’ 


Saltonstall said the committee 
wants the officials “to place the 
rather confusing and conflicting 
views which have been laid before 
us in some sort of perspective, 
which we can understand, and 
which will make for a sensible 
and reasonable comprehension of 
what, I must admit, is at this mo- 
ment a most disturbing and unex- 
pected set of circumstances.” 


Saltonstall’s statement was is- 
sued as the committee went into 
another closed-door session with 
Van Fleet, retiring commander of 
the Eighth Army in Korea. 


It was in a session with the 
committee yesterday that Van 
Fleet declare 
ammunition shortages in some 
items ever since he took com- 
mand 22 months ago. He. said 
these shortages sometimes ham- 
pered operations. 

A puzzling aspect of the whole 
situation was that Van Fleet had 
said at a public hearing by a 
House committee on Wednesday 
that there were no serious short- 
ages of any kind of supplies for 
his army. 

Sticks to Story. 


‘ After today’s two-hour closed 
session, committee members said 
Van Fleet had stuck to his story 
of ammunition shortages. 

Senator Cooper (Rep.), Ken- 
tucky, said Van Fleet had told 
them that “in no caliber of arms, 
other than small arms, has the 
Army had enough ammunition.” 

Saltonstall said Van Fleet's 
testimony indicated that there is 


“unquestionably a shortage of 
artillery ammunition.” He said 
Van Fleet reported that the short- 
age of hand grenades, stressed 
in yesterday's testimony, “has 
been straightened out.” 


Saltonstall said Van Fleet testi- 
fied that even with existing forces 
and ammunition in Korea “we 
could apply more pressure on the 
enemy.” 


“The General said that more 
manpower and supplies would be 
needed for an all-out offensive,” 
Saltonstall added. 

Reassured Last Spring. 

Last spring there was a flurry 
of reports of an ammunition short- 
age in Korea. At that time, Con- 
gressional groups called in Gen. 
Omar Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Collins 
who testified that ammunition 
was ample for needs although all 
types were not always in good 
supply. 

Last May Eighth Army head- 
quarters in Korea, then com- 
manded by Van Fleet, announced: 

“Ammunition is plentiful. It is 
rationed but allocations are con- 
sidered adequate in the present 
tactical situation .Ammunition is 
rationed to save money and 
maintain an ammunition reserve. 
That is normal military precau- 
tion.” 

Senator Byrd Dem.) Virginia, 
heard Van Fleet’s testimony and 
then wrote a letter to Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson de- 
manding an explanation and ask- 
ing who was responsible. Byrd 
said: “To me such a situation ex- 
tending over 22 months represents 
criminal inefficiency.” 


“Factual Reply” to Be Given. 


At the Pentagon, a spokesman 
said Wilson already was consider- 
ing the reported shortage. He said 
Byrd's letter would be considered 
and a “factual reply” given. 

Senator Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming, 
said the committee wants to know 
who is responsible for shortages— 
the military planners, those allo- 
cating steel.to munitions makers, 
or Congress in its military appro- 
priations. ; 

Another committee member 
said he believed the military mien 
were estimating Korean needs on 
the basis of World War II ex- 
periences—when in fact the Ko- 
rean fighting is entirely different. 

“Van Fleet made it clear to 
us,” he said, “that where a man 
needed only four grenades in 
World War IIl—he needs a bas- 
ketful in Korea.” 

Byrd, in his letter to Wilson, 
said in part: 

“Failure to supply these muni- 
tions, according to Gen. Van 
Fleet, seriously handicapped not 
only the prosecution of the war 
against Communist Chinese and 
North Koreans, but also the pro- 
tection of our own troops.

51-Year-Old Party Secretary Is Little 
Known in or Out of Russia, but He Con- 
trols Communist Strings Which Reach 
Out to and Beyond the Iron Curtain.

EORGI MAXIMILIANOVICH MALENKOV, who ascended to- 
G day to Stalin’s proletarian throne in Soviet Russia, got where 

he is by, selecting the right boss, cuddling up to him and giving 
a Volga application to the old Dutch saying that he who stays closest 
to the fire is going to keep warmest. 5 ‘ 

Now only 51 years old, and until last night second only 
to Stalin in terms of absolute power in his homeland and its fettered 
empire, Malenkov is the Russian counterpart of the political genius 
everywhere, who couples Opportunism with hard work, cunning 
and know-how, and slowly and unobtrusively climbs hand-over-hand 
to the top. 

He has been the ideal party 
machine man, Stalin version. 


Malenkov is the man nobody 
really knows, except his enemies, 
who know him too well. He is: 
a second generation Bolshevik, 
who knows nothing, first hand, 
either of czarism or revolution.

Without links to pre-revolution- 
ary Russia, he also is a stranger 
to the semblance of equality be- 
tween leaders and followers 
which existed in Lenin’s time. 

Someone has written that 
Malenkov is of the “generation 
born without an umbilical cord.”

to Stalin, win, lose or draw.

party, second only to Stalin, 
Georgi Malenkov held the fate 
of millfons of Russians and non- 
Russians in the palm of his pudgy 
hand. 

If the secretariat were not 
enough to cement his enormous 
power, he also was a member of 
the Politburo and now is a mem- 
ber of the Presidium, which re- 
placed it. His nervous fingers 
manipulate the complex controls 
which reach into every recess of 
the Soviet Union and beyond, 
into the satellite nations and to 
the other countries where the 
Communist party is active but 
not dominant. 

Few of Russia’s stolid millions 
have ever seen Malenkov; still 
fewer have ever heard him. But 
those around him describe him as 
a sallow, surly, overworked, short, | 
obese man of 250 pounds, who} 
has tried with dismal failure to | 
ape the feline, impassive demean- | 
or of Stalin. | 

Malenkov has heavy black hair, | 
which he ‘slicks down, an unfor- | 
tunate sartorial choice which en- | 
ables thick tufts to protrude at | 
the most undesirable times from | 
beneath the military cap he af-| 


fected when he had his picture} 


taken with the boss. 
Called ‘Fat Boy.’ 


Because of his out-size appear- 
ance, it haS been reported that 
he is disrespectfully referred to | 
at times by his associates as ‘Fat 
Boy.” 

Very little is known about his 
personal life. He drives himself 
relentlessly in his work and often 
goes for days on end without get- 
ting a good night’s sleep. To save 
himself from collapse under his 
grueling schedule, Malenkov re- 
sorts to that habit which knows 
no ideological distinction—a cat- 
nap in the office. 

He lives in a richly-appointed, 
nonproletarian apartment in the 
Kremlin with his second wife and 
two children. He is surrounded 
by a corps of servants and, like 
other Kremlin favorites, there 
are available to him private air- 
planes, yachts and limousines. 

But the great influence which 
brings all of these luxuries to 
him also makes it impossible for 
him to enjoy them. He is a slave 
to his job. 

He is a chain smoker of ex- 
pensive cigarettes and, like many 


another politician, Russian or | 


like Christmas trees. 


For all of his meddling in 
the affairs of other countries 
and his power of life and death 
over entire goyernments of for- 
eign nations, Malenkov has 
been outside Russia only once, 
and that, characteristically, was 
a trip to Warsaw in 1947 to 
set up the Communist chain of 
command. 


For all of his expansionist pol- 
icies so far as his party and coun- 
try are concerned, Malenkov is, 
in his personal life, gan isolation- 
ist. He has seldom even talked 
with a Western diplomat. 


Malenkov’s early life is ig- 
is known, however, that he was 
born in 1902 in the Cossack city 
of Orenburg, now Chkalov, on the 
Ural river. His father was called 
Maximilian, an unlikely name for 
a peasant. 

He was an adolescent when the 
Russian revolution broke out, but 
by 1919 he had served in the Red

It was in this position that he 
was “discovered” by Stalin. What 
Stalin apparently did not know 
was that Malenkov already had 
“discovered” him. Intercession by 
Old Bolsheviks helped get Malen- 
kov a position as Stalin’s secre- 
tary. With his foot in the mas- 
ter’s door, Malenkov was on his 
way. 

It was about 1930 before even 
Stalin’s intimates began to real- 
ize that another plate had been 
placed at the political table of 
the inner circle. 

Substitute for Stalin. 

Malenkov began appearing at 
party meetings in Stalin’s place. 
He was permitted by the boss, 
himself, to rubber-stamp Stalin’s 
signature on orders of great, and 
sometimes dread, importance. He 
was the keeper of the Kremlin’s 
secret dossiers. He served as 
Stalin’s eyes and ears and, with 
his nose poked into the affairs of 
everyone remotely connected 
with the Communist hierarchy, he 
was a walking index to which 
Stalin could confidently refer at 
all times.

But that, of course, was back in 
the days when the United States 
and U.S.S.R. were allies. . 

Molotov’s wife, Paulina, is 
Jewish and even has relatives in 
this country. 


There is a story that back in 
1924 he dared to argue with 
Leon Trotsky at a Politburo 
meeting. Trotsky was then the 
boss of the Red Army, the bril- 
liant doctrinnaire and one of thé 
architects of the revolution. Molo- 
tov was young, comparatively ob- 
| secure. Trotsky gave him an intense 
| going-over. 


Finally, Molotov shouted back, 
“very well, Comrade Trotsky. We 
| can’t all be geniuses, but we shall 


'see who lasts longest.” . 

Trotsky was forced into exile 
three year later. Molotov rose to 
become premier for 11 years and, 
as such, was Stalin's constitutional 
mouthpiece. He was foreign 
minister for 10 years. 


When he was relieved of the 
latter job in 1949, there was spec- 
ulation that Molotov was through. 
But subsequent years revealed 
that the old filing clerk was/still 
in the running. As recently as last 
March, dispatches from Moscow 
spoke of his continued closeness 
to Stalin and listed titles to prove 
it: first deputy chairman of

To the millions of words that were written 


‘ and spoken between the announcements of Sta- 


lin’s illness and his death will now be added 
more millions of words of writing and talk. 

* Virtually the whole of this, interesting though 
much of it may be, is purest speculation. For 
the contemporary world contains no other man 
whose death would have raised bigger questions 
with less cértainty as to the answers, 3 

What will it mean to have Malenkov succeed 
the shoemaker’s son who became one of the 
most powerful men in all history? ,. 

What will this change bring for the 200,000,000 
péople of the Soviet Union? What for Commu- 
nist China and the satellite states which, with 
the Soviet Union, make up a third of the peoples 
of the world? For the Western democracies, in- 
cluding the United States? 

Will it contribute to peace—or will it move 
the nations in the direction of a third world war? 

Has an era ended—or will there be no per- 
ceptible change? 

These are the questions everyone is asking. 


,_ AS of now, no one knows the answers. 


The comments that are now being made. in 
such profusion range all the way from informed 
guesses by careful students of Communist Rus- 
sia’s political and economic organization to the 
most idle of chatter. To listen to some of the 
commentators is to realize how utterly empty 
this talk can be. 


* * * 
Paradoxically this great 
Russia after Stalin’s death makes the course 
of Western nations and particularly that of the 
Ugited States all the more positive and definite. 
If there is a chance that Stalin's successor in 
the Kremlin—or combination of successors— 
will be less cautious than he was, then the United 
States must be more firmly resolved for peace 
than ever it has been before. 
if those little-known men who take up the vast 
authority, which has been in Stalin’s hands, are 
more willing than he was to risk setting off 
World War III, then our role is to offset, by 


uncertainty as to 


acts as well as official words, any increase in 
danger to the world. 

There should not be the slightest slackening 
in the defense program, but there can and ought 
to be a renewed determination to vse diplo- 


macy, negotiation and other , means to prevent 
the atomic holocaust that would black out. our 
civilization. 

Within the United States the main weight of 
this responsibility rests inevitably on our new 
President and on his Secretary of State. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Mr, Dulles are the men 
who, above all others, must measure é¢very move 
in Korea, in Formosa, in Asia, in the Middle 
East, in Europe. The President’s commendable 
statement that he would be willing to meet the 
new Soviet leaders keeps the door open for 
negotiation. 

The new uncertainty makes it impossible, with- 
out risking too much, to let these important 
moves stem from campaign statements which 
were sounded in a political quest for votes. 
Washington's concern must be not with unreal 
pledges but with unknown consequences. 


. = > 

There is another resolution for the United 
States as the funeral ceremonies for the Soviet's 
“man of steel” take form. And this resolution is 
for every citizen from President Eisenhower 
and his Cabinet and the members of Congress 
to the remotest villages in the most distant parts 
of the country. It is that totalitarian rule shall 
never come to the United States of America. 

Stalin's iron Communism, Hitler’s Nazism, 
Mussolini's Fascism, America's McCarthyism—~ 
all grow from the same vicious root: control, by 
intimidation or force, of men’s minds, their acts 
and their lives. For, make no mistake about it, 
there are those in the United States who would 
impose, not Communist control, but their own 
brand of totalitarian rule. 

Allow these incipient dictators to gain power 
and there would be no more freedom to choose, 
no more right of dissent, no more opportunity 
to protest, no more of the liberty for all which 
has made America the hope of the world. 

Already these foes of freedom have risen too 
high, for some of them sit in the Congress of 
the United States where they are using their 
authority to badger and harass citizens, often in 
disregard of constitutional rights. 

We cannot know all that Stalin’s death means 
for the world. But it does have its clear lesson 
for a people who have grown great under the 
blessings of liberty.

As a Congréssman, Mr. Cole compiled an un- 
relieved record of opposition to the very housing 
programs he is now appointed to direct. On 
principle, his nomination clearly ought to be re- 
jected. The only ground for approving it is a 
vague, general feeling that President Eisenhow- 
er is entitled to a free hand in making appoint- 
ments, 

But the Senate did not follow that rule in 
dealing. with the nomination of Charles E. Wil- 
son and other defense administrators. The Sen- 
ate withheld confirmation of those appointments 
until the designated officials had qualified under 
the conflict-of-interest laws. The President {s re- 
ported to have thanked some Senators later for 
having stood firm. 

We believe the White House would be equally 
well served if the Senate stood firm against the 
nomination of Mr. Cole. As a consistent enemy 
of federal housing, he is as unqualified to direct 
it as a defense official is unqualified to deal 
with firms in which he has a financial interest. 

Senator Capehart Of Indiana, chairman of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, voted for the 
Housing Act of 1949. So did Senator Ives, New 
York Republican. So did five of six Democrats 
then in the Senate—Maybank, Fulbright, Spark- 
man, Frear and Douglas. 

Does it make sense for any of these supporters 
of the housing law to have approved as its ad- 
ministrator an avowed enemy of the law? 
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Civil Defense—for Peace 

President Eisenhower made an important 
point about civil defense when he installed the 
new federal civil defense administrator, Val 
Peterson. He said building up a strong and vigi- 
lant civil defense organization can reduce the 
chances of a third world war. 

Coming from a President who is also a Gen- 
eral, that statement bears special force. Much 
will depend, however, on whether the President 
can induce Congress to look on civil defense in 
that same light. The Eighty-second Congress 
did not take civil defense very seriously; it ap- 
propriated inadequate sums and deleted essen- 


tial items of a workable program. The Eighty- 
third Congress has not as yet done anything 
about civil defense at all. 

President Eisenhower thus far has not prodded 
Congress to do its duty by civil defense, as did 
President Truman. With his special knowledge 
that a strong home front is indispensable to na- 
tional defense, the same as strong armed forces, 
President Eisenhower should be able to give 
Congress the leadership that it needs, 
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On Missouri’s Conscience 

The report on the Marshall state hospital for 
the feeble-minded and epileptics made by a leg- 
islative subcommittee reads like a description 
by Charles Dickens of conditions in some of the 
most backward institutions of a century ago. 

Dr, Edwin Gildea, head of the department of 
psychiatry at the Washington University medical 
school, found that some patients were kept in 
the hospital only to provide cheap labor, accord- 
ing to the report. A maid was found to be work- 
ing for Dr. R. P. C. Wilson, superintendent of the 
hospital, for $6 a month. Another patient was 
reported to be doing the “work of a registered 
nurse, working 14 hours a day, seven days a 
week” for $6 a month, And so on. 

Responsibility for these abuses was placed on 
the hospital superintendent, and his removal 
was urged on Gov. Donnelly. They may not be 


typical of other state institutions for the mental-.. 


ly ill. But all of these Suffer because of a lack 
of funds. Shortages of staff and shortages of 
space are widespread. “Until these are made 
good, adequate care and rehabilitation of patients 
is well nigh impossible. 
Unless they have a personal interest, most per- 
sons are inclined not to look inside these insti- 
tutions. But are our mentally ill simply to be 
shut out of sight and forgotten? Is not their lot 
pathetic enough without being worsened by neg- 
lect and indifference? Granted, better care for 
these people would call for larger appropria- 
tions. But this cost, however, might be somewhat 
reduced by the rehabilitation of those who are 
not beyond hope. Also, is not state money being 
used—even wasted—on less justifiable projects?

State Senator Anthony M. Webbe, the noted 
house protector, threatens to vote against the 
bill to let the city operate parking lots. He dis- 
approves of proposals to let the city condemn 
residential as well as commercial property -to 
make way for parking. . 

Mr. Webbe’s love for the happy home is un- 
derstandable, but the bald facts are that the 
city needs more parking areas desperately, and 
would not have.to destroy much housing to get 
them. Condemnation power for residences is not 
required downtown, where new garages must be 
built. The authority is required only for some 
outlying business districts, where rooming houses 
and similar property occupy the best parking 
sites. 

For two long and costly years Mr. Webbe man- 
aged to hold up work on the Third street high- 
way because some houses were in the way, Now 
that is settled and the Senator is defending 
houses unknown. The principle seems to be, 
never let the general welfare get in the way of 
a house. 
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Shrimpers and Oil 

The Mexican Navy has seized 13 American 
shrimp boats off Yucatan. This is the most seri- 
ous occurrence in a long fishing dispute, but it 
does have an ironical side. 

Mexico claims sovereignty over waters up to 
nine miles off her coast, and has told the shrimp 
fishermen to stay out. The United States, and 
the fishermen, have rejected the claim. But 
many of the fishermen come from Texas and 
Louisiana. These two states claim rights to oil 


‘deposits up to 1044 and 27 miles off their respec- 


tive coasts, as against rights of the Federal 
Government. 


Still, the shrimp fishermen are probably happy 


that their case with Mexico will be argued by 
the Government of the United States, and not by 
their so extensively sovereign governments ‘in 
Austin and Baton Rouge.

An Informal V iew of Stalin 


MY UNCLE JOSEPH STALIN, by Budu Svanidze. (6. 

P. Putnam's Sons, 235 pgs., $3.) 

Like Janus, Stalin presented two faces 
to the world. One was the stern dictator, 
whose word was absolute law over one 
sixth of the earth’s surface. The other 
was the kindly Little Father who was gen- 
erally photographed kissing little girls 
with flowers. , 

It is the second of these Stalins that this 
book is written about. Budu Svanidze, 
the dictator’s nephew, 
fond of his uncle, whom he called Sosso 
(Georgian for Joe), as the rest of the 
family did. This is Budu’s book about 
Sosso. 

It should be explained at this point that 
Budu is not a political refugee from Soviet 
Russia. He left the 
workers’ paradise be- 
cause, while on a 
mission to Budapest, 
he fell in love with a 
Hungarian girl who 
refused to go to Rus- 
sia. So Budu chose 
love and freedom. He 
is now, I believe, in 
Paris. 

On the whole, 
Uncle Joe would not 
have been too dis- 
pleased with his 
nephew's book. It is 
the only non-adula- 
: tory, non - political 
portrait of his this reviewer has seen. Art- 
lessly set down, and apparently authentic, 
it presents Stalin as an avuncular family 
man, interested. in his food and comforts, 
worried about things like his mother’s 
tombstone, weary after the day’s work and 
so forth. In short, it humanizes the Krem- 
lin deity. 

It’s hard, one must admit. to viswalize 
Sosso complaining about a pain in his back 
or sneering at the ineptitudes of his col- 
leagues, but gradually a picture takes 
shape of the great man in his stocking feet. 

It is the unfamiliar side of perhaps the 
most familiar name on earth. Did we think 
Stalin ate and drank the Westerners under 
the table at Yalta? Budu says it took a 
lot more out of Stalin’s digestion than it 
did out of theirs, especially the heavy 
drinking bouts with Churchill. 

But the picture isn’t entirely complimen- 
tary.. We learn of Stalin’s rage when he 
spied on and his calls 
tapped. We. discover that he ordered 
Lenin's decayed body replaced with a mar- 
ble statue, simply because the Russian 
people needed a permanent saint to wor- 
ship. We learn that Stalin was prepared 
for his death, and we are told how he felt 
about it. 

Budu’s book is full of such intimate per- 
sonal details which, in the absence of any 
other information, one must suppose to be 
largely true. After all, Hitler kissed little 
girls too, and he also loved the trees and 
flowers.

A Struggle for Power. 

Even if we assume that there 
has been worked out during Stal- 
in’s lifetime substantial agree- 
ment inside the Politburo about 
the succession, there is every 
prospect, we may suppose, that 
at the least there will be a period 
in which the new regime is pre- 
occupied in consolidating itself. 

It is probable, however, that 
there will also be a struggle for 
power. And it is possible that 
this struggle may be severe and 
prolonged and momentous. 

The stakes are immense for 
the world and for ourselves. So 
much is at stake that it is im- 
possible to say too emphatically 
ithat this is the time of times 
when public men and all who 
speak and write should hold 
themselves to the highest rules 
of responsibility — avoiding all 
talk and all loose gestures, 
all threats, promises, prophecies, 
and provocations, until this: coun- 
try and its allies can judge sober- 
hy and seriously the new danger 
and the new prospects. 

Time of Hope and Peril. 

If there is a struggle for power 
inside the Soviet Union, there 
may be an interval when the 
Soviet Un appears not to be 
reacting td the outer world. 
There may be imprudent men 
who think this means it can never 
react. 

In such an interval, we should 
listen to the counsel of our wisest 
men here and abroad. For in 
that interval it may be that good 
things can be done that would 
give life and hope to mankind, 
or that foolish and thoughtless 
things would be done which might 
bring catastrophic consequences.

in northwest Missouri. 

Their objective is a mountain 
plateau 9000 feet above sea level, 
called Chimanta Tepui by In- 
dians of southeast Venezuela. 
With a party of 20 Indians, they 
will travel more than 1000 miles 
by canoe and on foot. 

Steyermark, 44 years ojd, is an 
honorary research associate of 
Missouri Botanical (Shaw's) Gar- 
den here. He received a Ph.D. at 
the Henry Shaw School of Botany, 

Washington University, in 1933. 


Veteran of expeditions to Pan- 
ama, Guatemala, Ecuador and 
Venezuela: Steyermark said before 
leaying Chicago yesterday that 
this time he hopes to see a world 
of “make-believe—primitive forms 
of plant life never before viewed 
by man because of almost inac- 
cessibly rugged mountains.” 

Steyermark observed that dis- 
coveries made on similar survey 
journeys to South America had 
given such drugs as curare to 
modérn medical science and 
helped in treatment of cancer and 
arthritis. 

The former St. Lowisan and his 
young colleague will sail from 
New Orleans tomorrow aboard 
the Alcoa Cavalier. To scale the 
bluffs leading to the interior 
Venezuelan plateau, they expect 
to use Indian-made ladders and 
ropes.

Molotov was born March 9. | 
1890 at Kukarka (now Sovietsk) | 
into a family varioysly described | 
as working class and small mer- 
chants. The family name was 
Scriabin. Molotov is an adopted 
name, meaning hammer. 

While still in high school he 
joined the Bolshevik branch of 
the Social Democratic revolution- 
ists in 1905. By the time he was 
19, he had been arrested five 
times by Czarist police and had 
escaped five times. 

Shortly after the 1917 revolu- 
tion, he made his first close con- 
tact with Stalin as co-editor of 
Pravda, the party newspaper. 
There followed a succession of 
jobs and titles: Director of the 
nationalization program for north- 
ern Russia in 1918: member of 
the Communist party Central 
Committee in 1921; director of 
reconstruction in the Donets basin 
in 1922; in the same year, alter- 
nate member of the Politburo: 
and finally, in 1925, a full-fledged 
member. 

In 1928, Stalin decided to go 
ahead with his ruthless collec- 
tivization program for farms. 
Premier Rykov opposed the proj- 
ect. Two years later has was 
replaced and Molotov, at 40, got 
the job. In 1936, he helped draft 
the Stalin constitution. 

Wife Was 2 Commissar. 

At about the same time, Mrs. 
Molotov, who had borne him two 
daughters, became the first 
woman member of the Council of 
Commissars as head of the’ cos-* 
metics trust. As such, she visited 
Washington in 1936 and lunched 
at the White House. 

More recently, Mrs. Molotov 
was pushed out of the job, pre- 
sumably by Georgi Malenkov, 
now one of the eohtenders for 
Stalin’s job. 

In 1939, Molotoy replaced the 
western-minded Maxim Litvinoff 
as foreign commissar while still 
retaining the premiership. The 
world didn't have long to wait to 
understand the significance of: the 
move. 

He became Foreign Minister 
May 31, 1939. On Aug. 21, the 
Russians. announced their non- 
aggression pact with Hitler. Molo- 
tov and Joachim von Ribbentrop 
signed it in Moscow on Aug. 24, 
A week later, the Germans in- 
vaded Poland. 

Early in the second world war, 
Molotov repeatedly denounced the 
conflict’ as “imperialistic.” Then, 
on June 22, 1941, it was Molotov’s 
job to announce the German in- 
vasion of Russia. It was now the 
“great patriotic war.”

In 1941, Malenkov, now a ma- 
ture 39 years old, was ready for 
the merciless official scrutiny of 
the entire top management of the 
party. In that year he let loose 
a political block-buster and then 
followed it right down through 
the revolutionary roof. 

Stalin, himself, turned him 
loose as a sort of keynote speaker 
at a top-level party conference in 
Moscow to let him try his wings. 
Old line party leaders who had 
been dozing away as speaker after 
speaker droned through stereo- 
type speeches about the progress 
of the glorious movement, sat up- 
right as Malenkov, with biting 
sarcasm and relentless badgering, 
electrified the hard-bojled gather- 
ing with taunts of being Commu- 
nist bureaucrats, windbags and 
ignoramuses. : 


Ridiculed Commissars Counc 


He ridiculed members of the 
important Council of Commissars 
“who sit in swivel chairs and run 
things by correspondence.” He 
heatedly attacked venerable revo- 
lutionaries, old enough to be his 
grandfathers, for faking excuses 
for official failures, instead of 
investigating and correcting the 


true causes. 


And, as he declared, it is time 
to dump “time-servers” who re- 
fuse to take advice.’” 

All this was proclaimed with 
Stalin’s prompting, and there was 
a great commotion in the party’s 
upper echelon shortly thereafter. 

One casualty of Malenkov’s fire 
was the wife of Old Bolshevik 
Molotov. She was fired as’ com- 
missar of the fish industry with- 
out Ojd Bolshevik Stalin raising 
a hand to save her job. Other 
commissars were fired right and 
left in the resouhding shakeup. 

On a.national holiday that 
year, Malenkov was at. Stalin’s 
side, over Lenin's tomb in Red 
Square, to share in the tributes 
from the crowd. It was clear by 
now just how Malenkovy rated with 


the boss, It became clearer. that

coming involved in the war. 

With good judgment, Malenkov 
attributed this achievement to 
Stalin. 

Subsequently, Malenkov’s stat- 
ure increased as he became a co- 
signer with Stalin of several pub- 
lic decrees, such as drastic reduc- 
tions in the state-controlled prices 
of food and other commodities, 


ed to harm the popularity ratings 
of either of the two leaders. 

Stalin signed the decrees as 
secretary general of the Commu- 
nist party while Malenkov signed 
as secretary of the party. The 
relative standings of the two men 
thus was publicly proclaimed. 

Malenkov, like all successful 
politicians, is the dispenser of 
party patronage. His adherents 
and, therefore, his beneficiaries 
have come to be known as “Ma- 
lenkovites.” 

Hostile to U.S. 
*Judging by published state- 
ments attributed to him, Malen- 
kov ranks right along with Molo- 
tov in his hostility to the United 
‘States. , 

There were reports that when 
Marshall Plan aid was being made 
available to Russia after World 
War II, some of the country’s in- 
dustrial experts, with an eye on 
tthe future, favored participation. 
But Molotov heatedly fought the 
suggestion and won out, largely 
because of the help he got from 
Malenkov. 

Malenkov argued that Russia 
could become stronger under its 
own steam by isolating eastern 
Europe and cadging off its econ- 
omy than by compromising in any 
fashion with what he was quoted 
as having called’ “the rotten 
West.” 

Propaganda Against U.S. 

In 1949, Malenkov noisily “‘ex- 
posed” Ameérican plans to “plunge 
the world into another war.” His 
propaganda statements since then 
have been studded with barbs at 
the United States economy. He 
has accused the Americans of 
publishing “lying statistics” as to 
how Americans fare under their 
own system of government. He 
has said that. “the actual number 
of unemployed in America (1950) 

000,000.”

U.N. Agency cy Tells of Rapid 
Increase in Soviet Produc- 
tion of Raw Materials. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, March 6 
(AP)—The Soviet Union will be 
producing more of the major in- 
dustrial raw materials than the 
seven most industrialized coun- 
tries of western Europe by 1960 
if its present rate of expansion 
is maintained, the Economic Com- 
mission for Europe predicted yes- 
terday. 

As early as 1955 the commis- 
sion estimated in its “Economic 
Survey of Europe Since the War,” 
the Soviet Union will have more 
oil available than western Europe 
is consuming at present. Western 
Europe’s oil consumption in 1951 
was 56,000,000 tons. 

The Soviet Union consumed 
42,000,000 tons of oil in 1951 and 
the target for 1955 in the current 
five-year plan is 70,000,000, 

While the commission did not 
venture to predict actual Soviet 
production figures in 1960 for 
the major industrial raw ma-

Love in a Mobile Hospital 

HEY'VE usually had to strain to bring in the love de- 
partment, if at all, in Korean war pictures up to now,

lain ever to cut a throat off the Spanish 
Main. He is pretty amusing, as when, asked 
by the surgeon hero who is cutting a bullet 
out of his neck, how he managed to carry 
it around all day and survivé, Blackbeard re- 
plies: “It ain't heavy.”

tal clinic for treatment. 


‘By “queer” habits, I mean un- 
ususal ones, not thumb sucking 
and nail biting, and pilfering, 
which are childish habits and-usu- 
ally overcome as the child ad- 


ing by himself, doing little or 
nothing, his parents should take 
notice. 


When a child washes his hands 
over and over and keeps on wash- 
ing them, anxiously looking about 
for the washbowl because he has 
toyched the doorknob, it is time 
to seek experienced advice.

ANY DEMONSTRATION of 
anxiety such as insistence on _ re- 
placing things precisely—a chair 
must stand on a crack in the floor, 
a plate must be exactly on the 
pattern of the table cloth, ‘or 
there is a scene—calls for medical 
advice. 


Parents themselves cannot deal 
with such problems successfully. 
The specialist in mental diseases 
must take over, and the sooner 
the better.

Appetite Appeal for Fish 


By Edith M. Barber

TTRACTIVE service is per- 

haps more important for fish 

than for any other food. The 
fillets that we use so much nowa- 
days have not much form and 
little color. And, while fish has 
an individual flavor, appropriate 
seasoning, a little sharp, is often 
in order. 

For individual service, we like 
the small flat dishes in the form 
of scallop shells, or perhaps those 
shallow French type pottery 
dishes that generally seem to be 
an orangey brown. Topped with 
grated cheese or with buttered 
crumbs and lightly browned un- 
der the broilers, fish will have 
appetite appeal. 

On a restaurant menu. an in- 
dividual digh of this sort is often 
given its French title “Filet en 
Coquille” that in plain terms can 
be translated as “Fish in the 
Shell.” It may be called fish au 
gratin. In one very popular res- 
taurant in a town in the Middle 
West, South African rock lobster 
is used for an appetizer that has 
become a specialty of the house 
where it is called Rock Lobster id 
Casserole. The recipes given to 
me by the host and my friend 
Win are very much like those 
printed today. Both, by the way, 
are good Lenten dishes. 

Fillets en Coquille. 

One package frozen fish fillets, 
one fourth cups butter or mar- 
garine, one medium _ onion, 
chopped, one fourth cup flour, 
one teaspoon salt, two teaspoons 


prepared mustard, dash cayenne 
pepper, one and one half cups 
milk, one teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one half cup grated 
Parmesan cheese. 

Let fillets thaw in refrigerator. 
Cut into about four pieces and 
place pieces side by side in 
skillet. Add enough water to 
make about one inch in depth. 
Bring water to boil. Turn heat 
down so that water simmers. Cov- 
er pan and let fish poach about 
10 minutes or until it flakes easily 
when tested with fork. Drain fish 
and break into shreds with two 
forks, Melt butter or margarine 
in saucepan and add onion. Cook 
until onion is tender. Remove 
from heat and stir in flour, salt, 
mustard, and cayenne pepper. 
Add milk and stir until well 
mixed. Return to heat and stir 
constantly until sauce thickens. 
Stir in Worcestershire sauce and 
cheese, reserving enough cheese 
to sprinkle on top. Stir in flaked 
fish. Pour mixture into four or 
six individual ovenproof shells or 
dishes. Sprinkle tops with cheese 
and brown under broiler. Serve 
immediately. Yield: four to six 
servings. 

Rock Lobster en Coquille. 

Replace fish fillets in above 
recipe with two cans South Afri- 
can rock lobsters, drained and 
flaked. Use liquid from cans to 
replace an equal amount of milk. 
One and one half to two cups 
diced, cooked rock lobster tails 
may also be used.

Poisonous Chemical 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ARBON tetrachloride is one of the most poisonous chem- 
(ica used in industry and around the home. Swallowing 

one teaspoonful or inhaling the vapor from one cupful in 
a poorly-ventilated room has caused death. 

This chemical is found in most non-inflammable cleaning 
fluids and spot removers, in movie film cleaners, in some 
liquid fire extinguishers, and in some liquid waxes. It also 
is present in some soap solutions, ingecticide sprays, dry hair 
shampoos, and is used as a cleaning agent for degreasing 
various types of machinery. 

Carbon tetrachloride is a kidney and liver poison that 
also acts on the nervous system, heart muscle, and on the lin- 
ing of the lungs to produce pneumonia. 

The symptoms from acute poisoning are headache, dizzi- 
ness, weakness, feeling of drunkenness, blurred vision, uncon- 
sciousness and coma. Whether all of these occur depends on 
the exposure to the poison, 

x * * 

THE SYMPTOMS OF CHRONIC EXPOSURE to smaller 
concentrations are headache, feeling generally unwell, nausea, 
vomiting and abdominal cramps followed by jaundice in one to 
three days, and, later, inability to urinate. Severe poisoning 
by carbon tetrachloride also may cause internal bleeding in 
various vital organs because it lessens the blood’s clotting 
ability. 

' Often forgotten when this liquid is used as a fire ex- 
tinguisher is that it may form phosgene on heating. Phosgene 
is the highly poisonous gas used in World War I. 

Death from poisoning with carbon tetracholoride usually 
is due to severe kidney damage, though death may require a 
week or two. Most poisoning could have been prevented simply 
by proper ventilation. 

The presence of carbon tetrachloride in any product should 
be clearly indicated on the label, including a skull-and-cross- 
bones. Labels should earry the warning that one teaspoonful 
by mouth may be fatal and the fumes from one cupful breathed 
in a poorly ventilated space can cause death. The label also 
should warn against allowing it on the skin longer than briefly. 
A poisonous dose can be absorbed through the skin.

ITS USE IN CLEANING OPERATIONS involving hand- 
spraying and in degreasing should not be permitted. Usually, 
a good detergent would do the same job more effectively. 

There is no specific antidote for carbon tetrachloride pois- 
oning. It may not be detected by your doctor unless you tell 

* him you have been working with it. Treatment is aimed simply 
at keeping the patient alive until his body can repair the 
damage. 

If it is swallowed, ‘removing it from the stomach will help 
only during the first half hour.. No fatty or oily liquids or 
alcohol should be swallowed, because they increase the absorp- 
tion into the body of carbon tetrachloride. 

Drinking liquor just before, during or right after using 
carbon tetrachloride greatly increases the likelihood of poison- 
ing. Obesity, excessive exertion, a heavy fatty meal, a high 
room temperature, previous kidney damage, diabetes mellitus 
or chronic heart disease all increase the likelihood of being 
poisoned by carbon tetrachloride.
